Board agreement with Federal Gov. clears 
way for Farm Bill funds to restore Evergladés 


The Governing Board of the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
ment District has approved an 
agreement with the federal 
government that will provide 
millions of dollars in matching 
funds to purchase land needed 
for Everglades restoration. 
The money, as much as $300 
million, had’ been authorized 
in the Farm Bill’ recently 
passed: by Congress. The 
Board gave unanimous 
approval tó the agreement 
during its regular monthly 
meeting held Thursday, Sept. 
12. 

Negotiating the agreement 
took several months before a 
final document was able to be 
presented to the Board for con- 
sideration. The three other 
parties to the agreement are 
the U.S. Department of the

Kathryn E. Cunningham/ Canal Point Elementary School is 
arents, parents, aunts, uncles, 


Governing Board gives tentative approval 
‘97 budget and millage rate 


to Fiscal Year 


The Goyerning Board of the 
South Florida Water Manage-: 
ment District today tentatively 
approved a proposed $523.5 
milion budget for fiscal year 
1997--а $97.8 million increase 
over last year’s amended bud- 
get of $425.7 million. Most of 
the increase will come form 
fedgral funding and from state 
funds from Alligator Alley 
tolls.. Also, consistent with the 
budget for FY '96, no new per- 
manent positions are budgeted 
for the coming year. 

Along with the budget, the 
Board tentatively approved a 
1/40th mill increase in the Dis- 


trict’s at-large millage rate. 
The increase would generate 
$6.7 million dollars and allow 


“the District to move forward on 


a variety of alternative water 
supply projects with local gov- 
ernments as required by state 
law passed in 1995. 
Today's,actíon tentatively 
sets the millage rate for the 
Okeechobee Basin, which com- 
prises most of the District pop- 
ulation, at .672 mills. For the 
Big Cypress Basin, which con- 


. sists of Collier County and part 


of Monroe County, the millage 

rate would be .482 mills. Using 

the example of a home with a 
} 


taxable value of $100,000 the 
millage rate would mean a 


$2.50 increase in-ad valorem: 


taxes over last year. 

Of the total proposed budget, 
33.8 percent is supported by 
general ad valorem tax rev- 
enue with the remaining 66.2 
percent supported by non-ad 
valorem/dedicated sources.

than coping with leftovers that 
need to be refrigerated. 

In addition to canned goods,

One contaminated. item can lead 
to the destruction of numerous 
food packages. 


2 Foods that are donated should 


be of good quality. The dates 
should be current and the cans 
clean and not rusty or bent. 
Unfortunately, some people clean 
out their own pantry of unused 
food items that have been 
pushed to the back of the cabinet 
or in the freezer for several years. 
Items that require a lot of sorting 
and discarding add additional 
work for the service agency. 

Many agencies eagerly accept 
donations of cash or checks for 
their food pantries. They also 
could use donations throughout 
the year rather than just during 
the holiday season. Families in 
need, just like yours, get hungry 
every day of the year - not just at 
holiday time.
